Engineers have for 
months been wells on both sides 
of the river, up a down in hopes of 
finding a firm clay or rock foundation 
for the necessary dem. Hundreds of 
these wells have been bored, usually, 
to a depth of 160 feet. and the sections 
of earth taken out in each case have 
been brought dere for final examina- 


tion. While the commission is still 


sure that the dam can be constructed 
there, the fuller the investigation, the 
larger seems the undertaking, as what 
in earlier surveys seemed good foun- 
dations have since been found to be 
loose boulders, or other unsubstantial 
deposits.

MUCH ILL-FEELING AROUSED BY 
CONSUL BELLOWS’S LETTER.

Imminent Danger of an Outbreak That 
Might Involve the World in War. 
Battleship Oregon a Welcome Guest. 
Tonquin Frontier Attacked.

YOKOHAMA, May 18.—{Associated 
Press Correspondence. Wired from 
San Francisco, June 6.] There is much 
feeling in official and political circles 
occasioned by the publication of Con- 
sul-General Bellows's letter to the 
American government concerning the 
state of Japanese finances. However 
true the facts therein stated, the con- 
clusion that is sure to be drawn from 
them by foreign governments and the 
commercial world are wholly un- 
founded, as the government's finances 
of this country are really in the sound- 
est possible condition. 

It is felt that just at this juncture, 
where do much depends upon keeping 
Russia in check, it becomes an act 
on the part of the American govern- 
ment wholly lacking in tact, if not di- 
rectly unfriendly, to make pwhblic such 
a communication, for which there was 
no necessity and practically no occa- 
sion. It is quite evident, at all events, 
that western people can have no con- 
ception of the tension of nerves which 
mark the situation here In the East or 
the imminent danger of a sudden break 
which will involve te whole world in 
a gigantic war. 

The Oregon, after a stay of a little 
over a week in our harbor, weighed 
anchor for home on the 16th. She has 
been a most welcome guest during 
her two weeks’ visit here, attracting 
the greatest admiration as an ideal 
warship, nothing approaching her 
having been seen in these waters.

OBITUARY. 


Maj. George Arthur. 

CLEVELAND, June 6.—Maj. George 

Arthur, assistant paymaster of the 
United States army, who recently re- 
turned from the Philippines, dieq sud- 
denly at the Weddell House in this city 
early today. He was about 45 years old 
and unmarried. 
Maj. Arthur arrived at the hotel at 
a very early hour and sat down in a 
chair in the lobby. Shortly afterward 
an attaché of the hotel found him 
gasping for breath and unconscious. 
He was at once removed to a room, 
but soon expired. The physicians say 
that death resulted from hemorrhage 
of the stomach or lungs. An autopsy 
will be held. 

Last fall, lle in pursuit of his du- 
tles as paymaster of the troops, at- 
tached to a remote post in the Philip- 
pines, Maj. Arthur was attacked -by a 
number of drunken soldiers, who at- 
tempted to get possession of his cash 
box.

NEW YORK, June 6—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Senator Clark of Montana 
arrived this evening aaead of time on 
the steamer Deutschiand. He said his 
trip to Europe did him a great deal of 
good. He will stay here a week, then 
go to Butte to attend the wedding of 
his son {Wiliam to Miss Foster. The 
Senator gave the bride a check for 
$1,000,000 as a wedding present. He 
will go on the 22d to Salt Lake, where 
conferences will be held with Senator 
Kearns and others interested in the 
Los nAgeles Railroad. Regarding this 
road the Senator said. 

“The action of the Oregon Short Line 
in getting possession of the right of 
way of the Utah-Nevada line won't in- 
terfere with my plans. My road will 
be built. This action of the opposition 
is merely an incident. I'm not familiar 
with all details of the situation, but 
will find out soon. The question of 
right of way is now in litigation. I 
cannot prophecy the result,. but do 
know we are going to fight for our 
rights, and you can tell the people out 
there from me that the road will be 
built, despite all opposition, no matter 
from what source it comes. 

“We are building now from Los An- 
geles to Redlands, and it is the inten- 
tion to relay the road to San Pedro 
and Pasadena with seventy-five-pound 
rails. The force now thirty miles south 
of the disputed point will be increased 
largely, and the work will bé rushed. 
We will clear a way through the 
cafions immediately. We expect oppo- 
sition from town to town, but this will 
be met. The forty miles of grading of 
the opposition does not cut any fig- 
ure. We decided to build the road, and 
it will be built, and at once.” 


GOSPEL IN THE THEATERS. 


Rev. Dr. H. W. Thomas of the Peo- 
ple’s Church of Chicago Forming a 
National Church Organization. 
CHICAGO, June 6.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) A national church organiza- 
tion which will preach the gospel in 
the theaters of every great city of the 
United States, is the latest religious 
enterprise to emanate from Chicago.

in Favor of Considering Reciprocity 


Treaties With Foreign Countries. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

DETROIT, June 6-—At its closing 
session today, the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers adopted a reso- 
lution recommending the calling of a 
general convention for the considera- 
tion of reciprocity treaties with for- 
eign countries. The Executive Com- 
mittee was charged to call and or- 
ganize such a convention. The fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted with 
regard to tariff revision: 

“That the National Association of 
Manufacturers affirms that the foliow- 
ing principles should govern all tariff 
legisiation. The object of tariff leg s- 
lation should be to furnish adequate 
protection to products only as require I. 
without providing for monopoly 
abuses. The tariff on goods, of which 
the cost of production is higher in the 
United States than in foreign coun- 
tries, should be at least what is neces- 
sary to compensate domestic indus- 
tries for the higher cost of produc- 
tion.” 
The association re#lected its old of- 
ficers, and fixed Indianapolis as the 
place for the next convention.

I have been interested in a new at- 
tachment that is coming into general 
use in the orchards at Covina—the 
invention of a pioneer citizen of that 
place. It is a decided novelty and 
has been tested so thoroughly that it 
may now be offered as a permanent 
contribution to the orchard convent- 
ences of the irrigated districts. The 
Argus gives the following description 
of this useful farm improvement: 

All ranchers will be pleased to learn 
that a tool has at last been invented 
for the successful leveling of ridges 
used for irrigation purposes. The in- 
ventor is Robert Bardridge of Covina. 
This tool has been put to actual test 
and it not only levels the ridges, filling 
up all depressions, but by its use the 
work in the orchard in putting the 
ground in good shape after an irriga- 
tion is actually uced by one- alt. 
as the device is attached to the or- 
dinary orchard cultivator. 

This new ridge breaker consists of 
two sora wings arranged to be 
suspended on either side of the ue 
of the cultivator. The device ng 
clamped in front to the tongue by up- 
right supports which project upward 
on either side of the t „ and are 
thereto by means 


sup- 
ported by depending bolts, which pass 
down through suitable holes in a clip, 
secured to the axle of the supporting 
wheels of the cultivator, and thence 
down through ‘holes in the hind brace 


the depending bolts. Rigidly secured 
to the rear brace is also a small cen- 
tral vertical scraper. 

The breaker being thus secured to 
the cultivator and adjusted

The report for contagious 
diseases shows no smallpox; the last 
casc occurred in the city in July, 1900. 

“The amount of sanitary work con- 
tinues large. We are not now doing 
as much cleaning of houses with our 
own force as formerly, I having trans- 
ferred about two-thirds of these men 
to the mosquito brigades. They are 
employed cleaning out the various 
ditches and streams where stagnant 
water is found, and putting kerosene 
oll In all of these places. During the 
month about twenty thousand houses 
have been gone over in this manner. 
A little oil is placed in every recep- 
tacle containing standing water and 
about an ounce into every closet and 
sink in the houses having water con- 
nections. Nearly every house in 
Havana has a cesspool and these cess- 
pools are ideal breeding places for 
mosquitoes. The oil in this way runs 
into the cesspool and kills the larvae. 
I have recently examined several of 
the main sewers that empty into the 
bay, and have seen a large number 
of '«rvae floating out, showing that a 
considerable number are being killed 
by this method.”

DEADMAN’S ISLAND REVEALS 
CLEW TO MYSTERY. 


— — 


Caving Bank Exposes Rope- bound 

Skeleton Supposed to Have Been That 

of British Ship Captain Hanged by 

Mutinous Crew. 


SAN PEDRO, June 6.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) Un- 
covered by a caving bank a mass of 
human bones reveals a clew which 
may explain what has for a century 
been a mystery. 

For a hundred years the manner of 
the taking off one of England's 
master mariners has been a secret 
buried beneath the soil of Deadman's 
Island. It is known that the captain 
of a British whaling ship was killed 
by his crew, who mutinied and buried 
him on the island, but the way in 
which he came to his death has been 
unexplained. 

Dana, in his “Two Years Before the 
Mast.“ tells of his visit to the site 
of what is now San Pedro in the ‘30's, 
and speaks of Deadman's Island as 
the burial place of the unfortunate 
skipper, but tells only vaguely of how 
the man died. The log of Capt. Timma, 
one of the pioneers of San Pedro, who 
died several years ago, also mentions 
the taking off of the British mariner, 
but speaks of the manner of his death 
as a mystery. 

A broken coffin and a mags of hu- 
man bones were discovered on the 
island by Mark Kelsey, Howard Kel- 
sey, Chester Silent and Ray Bancroft, 
four Los Angeles boys, Wednesday. 
The lads were on a fishing trip, when 
the exposed remains attracted their 
attention. 

Climbing up the side of the hill 
they found where the caving of the 
bank had caused an old coffin and 
its contents to fall a short distance on 
to an incline of débris, which was 
gradually sliding down into the sea as 
the, waves washed away the dirt at the 
foot of the slope. 

The coffin was in a good state of 
preservation, although the boards of 
which it had been made had fallen 
apart one from another. The material 
was apparently of pine, and the boards 
had been cut so as to make a square 
box instead of a coffin-shaped one. 

On the boards lay the skeleton with 
ite arrangement only partly destroyed 
by the fall. The bones were not dis- 
integrated, although they were very 
yellow. A few of the teeth were gone 
and those which remained were ap- 

tly those of a man of 35 or 40. 

ere was a lot of bair of a reddish 

or yellowish cast about the skull, and 

there were fragments of what had un- 
doubtedly been clothing. 

Looking more closely the boys dis- 
covered an old rope rotted with age 
and almost in pieces around the skele- 
ton between head and ribs. 
rope was of the size used by hang- 


men. 

A physician to whom one of the bones 
was shown said that the skeleton must 
have been buried a long time, and 


a century. The well-preserved condi- 
tion of the remains made it appear 
that they had been in the ground only 
a few years, but an old resident who 
has frequently visited Deadman's Isl- 
and said that the dry condition of the 
soll there might bar disintegration for 
@ great many years. 

Inquiry among the ploneers versed 
in the history of San Pedro failed to 
discover any one who had heard of 
the body of a man killed by hanging 
being buried on Deadman's Island. As 
the death of the skipper of the British 
whaler has been a mystery all through 
the century the discovery of Wednes- 
day is interpreted as showing that the 
man was hanged by his mutinous crew 
and that they buried him without re- 
moving the rope from his neck.
